hearty "Good Bye and Good Luck,” 
President Roosevelt left here Sunday 
night at 7:41 on a special train over 
tho Pennsylvania railway on his West­ 
ern und Southern trip. 
Accompanying 
him were Secretary Loeb, who goes 
as far as Keokuk, la.; Assistant Secre­ 
tory I>ntta, T. H. Netherland, Surgeon 
General Rlxey, U. S. N., Secretaries 
Wilson and Garfield, who go as far as 
Canton, 
O.; 
representatives of 
the 
three press associations and a photo­ 
grapher. 
Dr. Alexander Lambert, the 
president’s family physician, John M. 
Parker and John A. Mellheney, civil 
service commissioner, 
whose guest 
the president will be on the hunting 
trip In Louisiana, will join the party 
In the South. 
The president arrived at the station 
ten minutes before shorting time abd 
after shaking hands with a number of 
friends who had come to see him off 
entered his car. 
The first stop will 
be at Canton, O., where the president 
Is to deliver an address at the dedica­ 
tion of the McKinley memorial. From 
Canton the party will leave for Keo­ 
kuk, la., which 
will be the 
starting 
point of the president’s trip down the 
Mississippi as the guest of the inland 
waterways commission. 
After leaving Canton the president 
will 
deliver several 
speeches, 
the 
first 
of 
these 
being 
at 
Keokuk. 
Wednesday he will speak at St.. Louis, 
Thursday 
at Cairo 
and FVI day 
at 
Memphis, from which point the start

Among the prelates who took part 
in the exercises wore Right Rev. A. 
F. Wilmington Ingram, the lord bishop 
of London, who delivered the saluta­ 
tion; Bishop Snt.torlee of the diocese 
of Washington, 
who performed 
the 
ceremony 
of laying 
the 
foundation 
stone; Rev. 
D. S. Tuttle, 
presiding 
bishop of the American church; Right 
Rev. J. N. McCormick, 
bishop coad­ 
jutor of Western Michigan. 
President Roosevelt wss among the 
early arrivals and occupied the chair 
of Bishop 
Satterlce, who 
presided. 
This chair, 
the property 
of Bishop 
Saterlee. was brought, to this country 
from England some 4b0 years ago. 
The religious services 
proper be­ 
gan with prayer by Dr. Randolph Mc- 
Kim 
of the 
Church 
of 
Epiphany. 
Then Bishop Satterlee performed the 
ceremony 
of laying 
the 
foundation 
stone. 
The trowel was the one used 
In laving the foundation stone of the 
capitol building and the 
gavel was 
used by George Washington. 
The ceremony of laying the founda­ 
tion stone completed, Bishop Satterlee 
introduced President Roosevelt, who 
delivered a brief address. 
Following the address of the presi­ 
dent the bishop of london delivered 
the salutation.

New York, Sept. 30.—Alleged So- j 
cialists Sunday night made the most I 
riotous 
demonstration ever 
seen in 
Cooper Union In a determined effort 
to break up a meeting of tho Federa­ 
tion of Italian societies, called to pro­ 
test against the recent action of the 
italian government against the clergy 
and the 
attacks to which 
Cardinal 
Merry 
del Val, papal 
secretary of 
state, had been subjected during the 
agitation. 
For 
twenty-five 
minutes 
the disturbers, who were all Italians, 
held the police at hay and it was not 
until a police captain with reserves 
hurried to the meeting that order was 
restored. 
Nine men, supposed ring­ 
leaders, were arrested. 
“ If 
you 
fellows want 
to 
protest 
against the 
pope,” said 
Magistrate 
Crane in fining the men, “go hire a 
hall for yourselves 
If you don’t like ‘ 
the pope go back where 
you come 
from and tell him so.” 
When Dr. Lorenzo 
Hilo arose to 
open the meeting and 
state its pur­ 
poses, from the right side of the hall 
IOO young Italians jumped to their 
feet and yelled “you’re 
a liar,” and 
other startling epithets. 
"Down with the pope,” shouted oth­ 
ers and the din became deafening. 
Tho police were helpless for a time 
and then someone telephoned for the 
reserves. 
When tho latter arrived the 
clubbing began. 
The rioters fought 
and attempted to release arrested men 
until (lie police captain was forced to 
shout to his men to 
shoot if neces­ 
sary.

ton screwmen and to hire nonunion 
labor to load their vessels. 
All the 
other unions 
In the cotton 
loading 
business, 
including 
longshoremen, 
yardmen, 
scalemen, 
markers 
and 
freight 
handlers, declare they 
will 
strike if nonunion screwmen are em­ 
ployed. 
The 
steamship agents 
de­ 
mand that screwmen load 200 bales of 
cotton daily in place of IOO formerly 
loaded. 
The screwmen have refused 
and have demanded an Increase of $1 
a day for stowing IGO bales, raising 
their wages to $5 and $fi a day. 
Two- 
thirds of the men affected are negroes. 
The last big levee strike, occurred 
in 1004 and was 
attended by blood 
sh od.

it Is claimed 
that his hooks show Irregularities. The 
local officials are not prepared to state 
the amount of the discrepancy, but It 
has been estimated as high aa $10,000. 
Mr. Foster came to St. Paul seven 
months ago from 
Chicago. 
He had 
been connected with Swift & Co. for 
many years, both at tho Chicago and 
St. Louis offices. 
He came to St. Paul 
to assume the responsible position of 
auditor. 
He was last seen at South St. raul 
Sunday, Sept. 22, when the watchman 
noticed him leaving the office about 7 
o’clock In the morning. 
Nothing was 
thought of it at the 
time. nor wa? 
there any sysplclon when Foster did 
not appear on Monday morning. 
The Swift & Co. officials tried to lo­ 
cate Foster on Tuesday and found that 
he had left the city with his wife. Ex­ 
perts wore sent up from Chicago and 
say they have discovered discrepan­ 
cies In the accounts. 
They are still 
at work on the books and have not yet 
discovered the exact amount. 
It Is 
said also that Foster 
overdrew his 
salary to the amount of $150. 
Foster Is about forty years old. He 
is married, but has no children. 
De­ 
tectives for the surety company on his 
bond nre now trying to locate him, but 
so far have not succeeded.

Great Fleet of B ritish W a r s h i p s to A t ­ 
tend A u t u m n M a n e u v e r s . 
London, Sept. 30.— Under the su­ 
preme 
command 
of 
Admiral 
Lord 
Charles Beresford the combined home, 
Atlantic and channel fleets will leave 
Portland ubout Oct. l l for the autumn 
maneuvers, which this year aru being 
conducted in the North sea and will 
be somewhat similar to those held In 
the spring off tho coast 
of Portugal. 
The greatest interest is being taken in 
this gathering together of England’s 
first line of defense 
under the man 
whom many consider tho greatest of 
her 
admirals. 
For while 
the usual 
fleet maneuvers and exercises will be 
carried out the main object Is believed 
to be strategical, to teach the officers 
what the admiralty would expect of 
them In case of war with Germany. 
The programme Is being kept a strict

“I came back with about $20 In for­ 
eign money, principally French and 
Italian. 
This I took to a money 
changer’s to cash In. 
"Ib* looked over Hie coins rapidly, 
throwing them Into little piles anil put­ 
ting down notes on a slip of paper. 
When he had cleared up the lot he 
said I had $10.25 coming to me. 
“At first I thought he was doing me, 
but he was not. 
He showed me a , 
dozen or so Italian coins that had been 
demonetized and were worth nl»out 40 
cents on Uh* dollar. There was a nice 
little pile of counterfeits that were not 
worth 
a cent, and altogether only j 
about 
a third of the 
coins that I 
brought home were worth their full 
value. 
“Tin* only consolation I had was thai 
I thanked my stars I am in the insur 
unco business and not in the exchange 
business, 
for my poor little 
brail j 
could not carry half the things thai 
those fellows have to rememl>or.” 
The man with the coins did not ex 
aggerate. There ar** thousands of dif 
ferent coins floating 
about that n 
money changer has to 
know. Tie has 
to keep in mil d every demonetized 
coin made within the last hundred j 
your®. 
Tri addition to that, there are counter- 
ft 'rn The Immigrants bring over heaps 
of bad coins. Many of them buy up 
counterfeits cheap, with the hone of 
exchanging them at Ellis island. 
Then there are the coins of the South 
American countries. 
They are worse 
than those of the European countries. 
Brazil, for instance, has a scheme all 
Its own. remain notes are good for ten 
years, After that time for every year 
they lose IO per cent of their face 
value until the whole value is used up 
and they are worth only tho paper 
they are printed on. 
As one man expressed it, you have to 
know Hie history of the world to be a 
money changer. A peculiar part of the

TYING MAIL MINUS TWINE. 


Louisianan’* 
Device 
M ay Save G o v ­ 
ernment M any Thousand*. 


Paul 
Le Boeuf of Donaldsonville, 
La., a mechanical engineer, has Invent­ 
ed a device for tying packages of mail 
in tile postoffice w ithout Bio use of 
twine, says a New O rleans special dis­ 
patch to the Philadelphia Record. 
Some time ago the governm ent in­ 
vited A m erican Inventors to try their 
wits in devising som ething th a t would 
do aw ay w ith the use of tw ine in ty ­ 
ing 
packages 
of 
letters 
In 
transit 
through the postal service. It w as ex­ 
plained Hint the tw ine called for m uch 
valuable tim e in tile tying up of the 
bundle and th a t even in the cutting of 
the twine, when the packages were 
opened, called for more tim e th a t re­ 
tarded delivery Just th a t much. 
Mr. Le Boeuf contrived a sim ple a p ­ 
paratus, consisting of tw o sm all cross­ 
es of very light spring steel fastened 
e t the ends w ith tape, so th a t one end 
m ay l>c throw n open by one m ovem ent 
of the thum b, releasing a hook and 
eyelet, while tho tape connections are 
a djusted to fit any size of package by 
a single Jerk on a buckle. 
It is estim ated th a t tho invention 
will save the governm ent more th an 75 
per cent of its expenses for twine, 
w hile the fasteners, which can be m a n ­ 
ufactured in quantities for about 5 
cents apiece, could l»e used over and 
over again, still fu rth er Increasing the 
saving in outlay, to say nothing of the 
economy in time. 
This invention is being tested under 
an application for p a te n t by a com m it­ 
tee composed of the fourth assistant 
postm aster general, tile assistan t post­ 
m aster a t B altim ore and the chief of 
the railw ay mall service.
